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PREFACE TO THE FIRST EDITION. 


Tu1s volume has been compiled for the guidance of the 
Students of Natural History in Repton School, in the 
hope that it may receive many additions and corrections 
as further researches are carried on. 

For the writers it contains a record of pleasant hours, 
passed amidst scenes known and dear to all old Reptonians, 
Few Schools in England enjoy such advantages as we 
possess in the beauty of our neighbourhood and the extent 
of our range. The very names of Bretby and Foremark, 
Knoll Hills and Anchor Church, Repton Rocks, Twyford 
Ferry, Tanyard Lane, call up a landscape of rich and 
varied interest, noble timber and fragrant lanes, broad 
meadows 


‘“‘dewy fresh, browsed by deep-uddered kine,” 


and woods carpeted with bracken, or glowing with blue- 
bells; and the ‘‘smug and silver Trent,” always fresh and 
teeming with life, winding like a bright riband through 
the wide valley. 

To all Repton men these scenes are connected with 
pleasant recollections, but surely to none so much as those 
whose enjoyment of liberty and exercise has been enhanced 
by a love of Nature, rendered distinct and permanent by a 
definite pursuit. ‘Happy truly is the Naturalist. The 
earth becomes to him transparent; everywhere he sees 
significances, harmonies, laws, chains of cause and effect 
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endlessly interlinked, which draw him out of the narrow 
sphere of self-interest and self-pleasing into a pure and 
wholesome region of solemn joy and wonder.”’* 

By some such these pages have been arranged, and by 
all will be received with a kindly welcome, and meet with 
gentle criticism. Let us hope that this little volume may 
be the companion of many a pleasant ramble over the old 
ground. Let it also convey a caution to the hunter of 
plants or insects, eggs or shells, that in his own keen 
pursuit he may recollect to leave something for those who 
come after, and carefully to preserve all rare specimens. 
He may at the same time be reminded, while himself 
enjoying abundant liberty of movement, to regard the 
claims of property, and not to forget the rights of his 
neighbours. 

The Flora is the work of W. Wyatt and C. G. Thornton, 
from notes of Collections made in 1859, 1860, and 1861, 
with additions by W. M. Sinclair, E. Blumhardt, and W. 
Nanson. Much assistance has been given by A. Hewgill, 
Esq., M.D., to whose exact and extensive knowledge, and 
constant encouragement, the study of Botany in Repton 
School owes its introduction and successful prosecution. 

The List of Birds has been contributed by A. QO. 
Worthington, whose early propensity for birds-nesting 
has developed into a wide and accurate knowledge of 
Ornithology. 

The section of Moths and Butterflies is the work of the 
Rev. F. Spilsbury, whose attainments as an entomologist 
are too well known to need any commendation from the 
writer of these introductory remarks.

PREFACE TO THE SECOND EDITION. 


‘In 1873 the first edition had been exhausted, and it 
became necessary to take steps to publish a second. 
Nothing definite, however, was done until the next year, 
when F’. 0. Bower made an enlarged List of Plants. This 
List was in 1875 revised by Mr. Garneys, and considerable 
additions made by that gentleman, and finally the corrected 
List compiled by H. Lewis. 

‘« Tn the first edition the classification of the Rey. C. A. 
John in “‘ Flowers of the Field” had been adopted. Since 
the publication of that book the views of Botanists on 
many important points have changed, and the present 
edition of the Repton Flora is based on the Handbook of 
British Flora, by G. Bentham, F.R.S., published in 1866.” 

Thus wrote Mr. Lewis in 1875, and the second edition 
of the “ Repton Flora” has not been published until now. 
I cannot tell who is responsible for the delay, nor is it 
necessary, I think, to enter into the reason thereof; suffi- 
cient is it to say that I have once more carefully revised 
the “List of Plants,” with Mr. Hagger’s assistance, and 
we have yet again added some few more species. Mr. 
A. O. Worthington has revised his ‘ List of Birds,” and, 
in his own words, trusts that he has made it worthy of 
the ‘‘Old School.” I have, with the help of Mr. Mason, 
of Burton-on-Trent, fairly increased the “List of Lepi- 
doptera.”’ 
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With regard to the additional “ Lists” of this volume, 
those of the ‘“‘Mosses” and “ Mollusca” are equally the 
work of Mr. Hagger and myself; for that of the ‘ Cole- 
optera” I am alone responsible. I gratefully acknowledge 
the assistance of Mr. Hagger in helping me to revise the 
proofs of this work for the press. 

I trust that the publication of these ‘‘ Contributions ” 
may act as a stimulus to the prosecution of the delightful 
study of Natural History in Repton School. I can 
confidently promise that many discoveries are yet to be 
made, and I can also promise that every possible help and 
assistance will be rendered by Mr. Hagger and myself. 

In conclusion, I have only to say that if any one, on 
finding a new species to the Repton District, will kindly 
report to me, I shall be very greatly obliged.

Falco subbuteo. (Linn.) The Hobby. 
Very rare. Specimen in beautiful plumage shot by 
Mr. F. Holbrooke, Jun., within last few years (1881) 
in Bladon Wood. 


Falco esalon, (Genel.) The Merlin. 
Is occasionally shot in the neighbourhood. 


Falco tinnunculus. (Linn.) The Kestrel. 
The commonest hawk of the neighbourhood ; I have 
found two or three nests in a sifgle day. 


Accipiter nisus. (Linn.) The Sparrow Hawk. 
In spite of the wars waged against this bird, it is by 
no means of rare occurrence; it remains through- 
out the year. 


Milvus vulgaris. (Linn.) The Kite or Glead. 
Is now very rarely seen—though it occurs sometimes 
at Dovedale, where it formerly has been known to 
build. 
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Buteo vulgaris. (Bechst.) The Buzzard. 
Is now almost extinct here. Dr. Hewgill, however, 
can remember this species nesting in Repton Shrubs. 

Circus cyaneus. (Fleming.) Hen Harrier. 


Two eggs are in my possession, obtained by Mr. F. 
Drewry, at Drakelowe, about 1870. 


FAMILY—STRIGIDA. 
Strix otus. (Linn.) The Long-eared Owl. 
Is now rare. The bird and eggs were taken in a fir 
plantation near Egginton Station some years ago. 
Strix brachyotus. (Mont.) The Short-eared Owl. 
Does not build, but is occasionally shot. 
Stria flammea. (Linn.) The White Owl—local name, 
Barn Owl. 
Builds with us. The tower of the church was formerly 
a favourite building-place. 
Strix aluco. (Latham.) The Tawny Owl. 
By no means common. Is occasionally met with in 
Bretby and Ingleby Woods. 
Stryx nyctea. (Mont.) Snowy Owl. 
Sir John Crewe records one killed near Burton-on- 
Trent.

FAMILY—LANIDZ. 


Lanius collurio. (Linn.) The Red-backed Shrike. 
The eggs are sometimes taken; I have never had the 
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fortune to find a nest myself, though I have heard 
of several instances of this cruel little bird nidificat- 
ing in Repton parish.

Muscicapa grisola. (Linn.) The Spotted Flycatcher. 
Very common. 


FAMILY—MERULID. 
Cinclus aquaticus. (Bechst.) The Dipper. 
Occasionally seen in the valley of the Dove. Has 
been seen at Newton Solney, at the junction of the 
Dove and Trent. 
Turdus viscivorus. (Linn.) The Missel Thrush—local 
name, the Thrice Cock. 
Turdus pilaris, (Linn.) The Fieldfare. 
Common during the winter. 
Turdus musicus. (Linn.) The Thrush—local name, the 
Throstle. 
Turdus iliacus. (Linn.) The Redwing. 
Of frequent occurrence throughout the winter months. 


Turdus merula. (Linn.) The Blackbird. 


Turdus torquatus. (Linn.) The Ring Ouzel. 

One of a pair was shot on April 28th, 1848, at 
Newton Solney; also, Sir John Crewe records a 
specimen at Calke. 

Oriolus galbula. (Linn.) The Golden Oriole. 

Mr. Brown records the occurrence of this rare bird 

at Egeinton in 1841. 
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FAMILY—SYLVIADZA. 


Sylvia modularis. (Lath.) The Hedge Sparrow. 
Sylvia rubecula. (Pennant.) The Robin. 


Sylvia phenicurus. (Lath.) The Redstart—local name, 
the Firetail. 


Sylvia rubicola. (Penn.) The Stonechat. 
Rarely seen. 


Saaicola rubetra. (Fleming.) The Winchat—local name, 
the Utie. 
Nests with us in abundance, especially in the osier- 
beds near the Trent. 


Saaicola enanthe. (Fleming.) The Wheatear. 
Very rare. (Found a nest in the bank of a ditch, in 
May, 1865. T.W.W.) Also occurs at Calke Park. 


Salicaria locustella. (Selby.) The Grasshopper Warbler. 
The above bird is of frequent occurrence in the breed- 
ing season ; its eggs, however, are but seldom taken, 
owing to the skilful way in which it conceals its 
nest. Newton Brooks is a favourite resort of this 
species, I have in my possession two eggs taken 
from there in the spring of 1860. 


Salicaria phragmitis. (Selby.) The Sedge Warbler. 
Very common in the breeding season. 


Salicaria arundinacea. (Selby.) The Reed Wren or 
Warbler. 
By no means rare; it appears more common here 
than in most parts of the county. It especially 
resorts to the osier-beds. 
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Philomela luscinia. (Swains.) The Nightingale. 

This delightful songster but seldom pays us a visit. 
The last which I can remember sang for several 
weeks in succession in Bladon Wood, about 1861 or 
1862. 

Sylvia atricapilla. (Penn.) The Blackcap Warbler. | 

I have frequently taken the eggs of this sweet songster ; 
they vary much in shade, some being of a dark 
brown, while others are of a light pink. 

Sylvia hortensis. (Lath.) The Garden Warbler. 

Is not so frequently met with as the last-mentioned 
species ; the eggs are liable to the same variation of 
colour. 

Sylvia cinerea. (Penn.) The Whitethroat—local name, 
Peggy. Very common. 
Sylvia sylviella. (Penn.) The Lesser Whitethroat. 

Common. 

Sylvia sylvicola. (Lath.) The Wood Wren. 

Not common. The nest is sometimes found at Fore- 
mark, 

Sylvia trochilus. (Lath.) The Willow Wren—local name, 
Bank Jug. Very common. 


Sylvia rufa. (Lath.) The Chiff Chaff. 


Sylvia regulus. (Penn.) The Golden-crested Wren. 
Tolerably common. 


FAMILY—PARID. 
Parus major. (Linn.) The Great Tit—local name, Oxeye. 


Parus ceruleus. (Linn.) The Blue Tit—local name, the 
Tom Tit. 
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Parus ater. (Linn.) The Cole Tit. 

Parus palustris. (Linn.) The Marsh Tit. 

Parus caudatus. (Linn.) The Long-tailed Tit—local 
name, Bottle Jug. 


All the above remain with us during the year. The 
Marsh Tit is not often met with.

Bombycilla garrula. (Flem.) The Bohemian Chatterer. 
- There are a few instances on record of the occur- 
rence of this bird.

The Pied Wagtail—local 
name, Water Wagtail. 
Motacilla Boarula. (Penn.) The Grey Wagtail. 
Not uncommon about Burton. Mr. J. T. Harris 
records a nest at Burton Mill within the last few 
years (1881). 
Motacilla Ray. (Schleg.) Ray’s Wagtail—local name, 
Yellow Wagtail. 
Breeds with us occasionally. The bird is common.

Taken within last few years (1881) in Bladon Wood. 


FAMILY—FRINGILLIDA. 


Fringilla. celebs. (Linn.) The Chaffinch—local name, 
Piedfinch. 


Fringilla montifrigilla. (Pennant.) The Brambling. 
Sir John Crewe records this as not being uncommon. 


Passer montanus. (Briss.) The Tree Sparrow. 
I have taken the eggs of this species in the willow 
trees near the Old Trent. It is, however, by no 
means common. 


Passer domesticus. (Briss.) The House Sparrow—local 
name, Haves Sparrow. 
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Fringilla chloris. (Temminck.) The Greenfinch. 
Very abundant. 


Fringilla coccothraustes. (Temm.) The Hawfinch. 
Has been shot in the winter months. 
Fringilla carduelis. (Linn.) The Goldfinch—local name, 
Proud Tailor. Not so common as formerly. 
Fringilla spinus. (Linn.) The Siskin. 
A winter visitor. 


Fringilla cannabina. (Linn.) The Linnet—local name, 
the Brown Linnet. 


Fringilla linaria. (Linn.) The Lesser Redpole. 
Rare. 


Lowa pyrrhula. (Penn.) The Bullfinch. 
Common. 


Losxia curvirostra (Linn.) The Crossbill. 
Sir John Crewe records many as killed from a flock in 
1837-8. 


FAMILY—STURNIDAL. 


Sturnus vulgaris. (Linn.) The Starling. 
Very common. Is seen in the winter in large flocks, 
associating with Rooks. 


FAMILY—CORVIDAi. 


Corvus corax. The Raven. 
Once seen at Calke Park. 
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Corvus corone. (Linn.) The Carrion Crow. 

The ruthless hand of the gamekeeper has made this a 
comparatively rare bird. Nests are, however, found 
every season in the large woods at Bretby and 
Ingleby. 

Corvus corniz, (Linn.) The Hooded Crow. 
Has been shot at Calke Park, but is very rare. 


Corvus frugilegus. (Linn.) The Rook. 
The large Rookeries in the neighbourhood cause this 
to be almost (if not quite) our commonest bird. 


Corvus monedula, (Linn.) The Jackdaw. 
Very common. Builds at Foremark, and in the tower 
of the church. 


Corvus pica, (Penn.) The Magpie. 
Corvus glandarius. (Penn.) The Jay. 


Both the latter are common, the Magpie especially so. 
The Jay builds in Repton Shrubs. 


TRIBE—SCANSORES. 
FAMILY—PICIDA. 


Picus viridis. (Linn.) The Green Woodpecker. 

Picus major. (Linn.) The Great Spotted Woodpecker. 
Picus minor. (Linn.) The Lesser Spotted Woodpecker. 
Yunx torqulla. (Linn.) The Wryneck. 


All this family are rare, and but seldom breed with 
us; many instances, however, are on record of their 
occurrence in Calke Park. 
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FAMILY—CUCULIDZ. 


Cuculus canorus. (Linn.) The Cuckoo. 

Very common. Many eggs are taken from the nests 
of the Reed Sparrow (Salicaria arundinacea). I once 
took an egg (which is now in my possession) from a 
Wagtail’s nest, in the Cricket-field wall. The nest 
was built in a small hole, and I should not have 
believed it possible that a Cuckoo could have passed 
through the aperture, had I not observed the old 
Cuckoo flying from the nest.*

Certhia familiaris. (Linn.) The Tree Creeper. 
Very common. Remains throughout the year. 
Sylvia troglodytes. (Penn.) The Wren—local name, Jinty. 


Sitta europea. (Penn.) The Nuthatch. 
Is often met with at Foremark. The eggs are but 
rarely taken. 


TRIBE—FISSIROSTRES. 
FAMILY—HALCIONIDA. 


Alcedo ispida. (Linn.) The Kingfisher. 


This beautiful bird is still of tolerably frequent occur- ; 


rence, but I fear that each year, as it passes, sees a 
diminution of its numbers. A pair have for many

Hirundo riparia. (Linn.) The Sand Martin. 
All very common. 


Cypselus apus. (Illig.) The Swift—local name, the 
Squealer. 
Very common. Builds under the eaves of the chancel 
of the church, and in the roofs of the old thatched 
houses of the town. 


FAMILY—CAPRIMULGIDA. 
Caprimulgus europeus. (Linn.) The Nightjar. 
Is sometimes heard, but no instance is recorded of its 
building with us.

FAMILY—COLUMBIDA. 


Columba palumbus. (Linn.) The Ring Dove—local name, 
the Wood Pigeon. 
Columba enas. (Linn.) The Stock Dove. 
By no means rare. I formerly took many nests in a 
season, especially in the neighbourhood of Kgginton.
